have not failed to appeal for .-upport 
to certain element-, in Honduras and 
Salvador, working »n the National 
jealousies of the fust place among the 
several state.-, forming Central Amer- 
ica President Cabrera has been harsh- 
ly criticised by his enemies. They de- 
clare he rults w i t h extreme despot- 
ism, that no man's life i.- •-afe under 
his administration and the country 
morally and economically is going 
to 


the dogs under his unwise and ill ad- 
vised course. 


On the other hand. President Cab- 


rera has declared this revolutionaiy 
movement to be inconsequential and 
that the 
govrnment

promptly put it down. President Cab- 
rera's term of oflico. in fact, expired 
in 1900. He has, huwever, insisted on 
holding office.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Democracy of 1908 
** By Wm. E. Smythe 


k HERE is no 
more 


marvelous episode 
in 


the annals of American pol- 
itics than the Bryan revival 
which has been seen during 
the 
past 
few 
weeks. 


i| Bryan's whole career has 


been remarkable in the fact 
that his popularity and in- 
fluence have grown steadily 
through political adversity, 
but his phenomenal record 


Wm. E. Smythe. 
js crowned by the certainty 


of a third presidential nomination which he now 
enjrns, so far as am thing in politics can be cer- 
tain two years m advance of the event. 


After hit endorsement by the state conven- 


tions of Missouri, Arkansas, Indiana, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Wisconsin, and the manifestations of 
enthusiasm thioughout the country which follow- 
ed these endorsements, there was but one shadow 
apparent on his pathway to the nomination. This 
was the possibility that an element more radical 
than Bryan himself would rally about William R. 
Hearst and make a breach in the Democratic 
ranks which, though it might not prevent his 
nomination, wo'ild grow into a serious menace 
of his present bright prospects of election. 


This shadow has now been removed by Mr. 


Hearst himself, who announces that he will not 
be a candidate for the nomination in igoS, and 
proceeds to speak handsome]} of Bryan, while 
opening the columns of his newspapers to full 
accounts of the Xebraskan's speeches and move- 
ments. 


The time has come, therefore, when we can 


speak intelligent!} about the outlook of the Dem- 
ocratic part} in 1908. Unless something entire- 
ly unforeseen occurs, William Jennings Bryan 
t\ ill he the candidate and the battle will be fought 
on lines laid clown In him. He fell into the habit 
of writing his own platforms at the very outset 
of his political career, and there is no doubt'that 
he will ^ rite the platform on which he is to run 
nc\t time. What vull his attitude be on the great 
issues which are looming before us? 
.1 


In m\ judgment, no man can answer this 


question until Bn,an speaks more fully and dcfin- 
itch than he has done since he heard'of the re- 
vival of his prospects. 
When he reaches New 


York on August 29 lie will have completed a 
circuit of the globe, yet his travels will not be 
finished for another \ear. 
It is his announced 


intention to visit Xew Zealand and Australia 
alter the November elections, and there lie will 
find the newest institutions of hnglish-speaking 
men. 
It is safe to sa\ that he will not announce 


his final conclusions about the policies which he 
\\ould like to earn out as president of the United 
States until he lias studied the advanced states- 
manship of "Xewcst England." 


P>\ the -\\a\, what a wonderful preparation he 


is having for a great administration, in the event 
of his election. Xo president since John Ouinc} 
Adams has been so carefully trained for the office, 
and the training of Adams, while remarkably 
thorough, \\ as mostl} academic and not gained 
by practical observation of affairs, like Bryan's 


Mr. ISryan undoubtedly owes his present ma- 


jestic boom to four considerations, all of which 
arc plainly in view. First, all the opponents of 
Hearst, including goldbugs and plutocrats within 
the Democratic ranks, rushed to him "as to the 
shadow of a great rock in a weary land." Second, 
several of Bryan's policies have been taken up by 
President Roosevelt and have proven exceedingly 
popular. Third, conditions have changed so ma- 
terially in the last ten years that the radicalism 
of 1896 has almost become conservatism in 1906. 
Fourth—and this is the strongest consideration 
of all in the minds of many and responsible for 
the surprising tendency of numerous Republi- 
cans to go to Bryan—the Nebraska statesman is 
the first and only presidential candidate to dis- 
cern that the next great battle is to be fought with 
Socialism and to announce squarely and positive- 
ly that he is against it. He picks up the glove 
which Socialism throws into the arena and carries 
it on his helmet. 


If there is anything certain about the battle o! 


1908 it is that the American people will endeavor 
to find a safe passage between the Scylla of Plu- 
tocracy and the Charybdis of Socialism. If Bry- 
an can do it, he is the pilot the people are look- 
ing for and will surely be sent to the helm of the 
ship of state. When he has completed his study 
of world-wide politics and economics he will 
doubtless submit his suggestions for a program 
of constructive statesmanship. 
That will be the 


critical moment of his career. If his program is 
such as to enable him to hold his party together 
and attract outside elements of reform he will be 
invincible. If not, his party will go to pieces and 
be succeeded by a new one, as in the days of Lin- 
coln. 


The time has come when it is most interest- 


ing to look back at Bryan's speeches and sec 
where he stands on certain questions. 
In his 


speech at Indianapolis during the Parker cam- 
paign, he said: 


Our plans change, our ambitions change, but our 


ideals r-hould not chnngp. When I was before your 
four years ago I had an ambition to be president, 
but my ideals have not changed with my plans anJ 
ambitions. My irleal was then to do what I could to 
restore this government to its old foundations and 
make It a government of the people, by the people, 
and for the people. But fate decreed otherwise, anJ 
now, as a private in the ranks, I am doing what T 
can to realize the same ideal. * 
<• 
* I expect to 


be more radical in the future than T have been in 
the past. 


This extract represents his attitude on the ab- 


stract question of politics and government. Other 
quotations from the same speech, showing how he 
stands on specific questions are still more interest- 
ing'. For instance: 


I believe our party must take up and meet man- 


fully the is-sue of Plutocracy against Democracy. 
I 


\\i--h you could elect your senators by the people. 
.Uore than two-thirds of the states have declared in 
favor of it, and now all that .stands in the way of it 
is the United States Senate, so controlled by the cor- 
porations and the railroads that it dares not let the 
people speak on this important subject. 


I want to suggest to the laboring men, who be- 


lieve as I do in the initiative and referendum, that 
(he first reform we must have is in the United States 
Senate. 


Another question you have to meet is whether 


t/ie laboring man is to be treated as a citizen or an 
enemy of his countly, to be driven to his work bv 
military force 
This is the question involved in this 


proposal for sixty thousand professional .-oldiers. 
Why this increase? When the soldiers are called out 
in labor troubles, in whose interest are they called 
out? In the interest of these corporations which are 
fast becoming monopolies, and after these corpora- 
tions' have robbed the American people of hundreds 
of millions of dollars, they now insolently demand 
that 't'he people shall be burdened with taxation, to 
furnish them soldieis to drive their employees down 
to the" starvation point. Tf the Republicans deny this, 
I want to ask you why it is that they used to erect 
forts on the frontier to protect the pioneers from 
savage tribes, while now tney erect forts near the 
liuge1 cities. Have the savages come to town? 


Surely, Mere is nothing in the foregoing to 


discpurage radicals or to make conservatives par- 
ticularly enthusiastic over Bryan. They are the 
utterances of an earnest man with old-fashioned 
Democratic ideas, but the ideas are not construc- 
tive. Since the campaign of 1904 Mr. Bryan has 
developed a marked constructive tendency, de- 
claring for municipal ownership of public utili- 
ties and for state ownership of railways. He is 
bitterly opposed to industrial monopolies, and, 
apparently, desires to destroy them where they 
can be destroyed and to nationalize them where 
they cannot be destroyed. His general attitude, 
as set forth in his famous article in the Century 
Magazine, is in favor of individualism! and oppos- 
ed to Socialism. Xevertheless, he is unwilling to 
countenance any private monopoly in the neces- 
saries of life. 


As already said, we shall not 
know 
Mr. 


Bryan's definite platform until he has spoken 
more fully after his observation of world con- 
ditions. Upon that platform, his own future and 
that of his party depends. 
He thinks he can 


save the country from the evils of Plutocracy, on 
the one hand, and the perils of Socialism on the 
other. He seems very likely to have the oppor- 
tunity to do so. 


Democrats of the Rocky Mountain and Pacific 


states hail Bryan's ascendency with joy. They 
know it means the return of decisive Democratic 
majoritiess wherever such majorities were ob- 
tained four and eight years ago, and that it will 
put the party in first-class fighting trim on every 
inch of doubtful territory. In fact, against any 
Republican except Roosevelt, it probably means a 
solid West to go with a solid South.
